WHEN a 7 man like Chief Justice 
Waite dies the people at large do 
not enough appreciate the loss. 
Congress and the Presideut make 


las, but there is often the thought 


of expediency or necessity behind 
them, and not unfrequently, when 
either party is in the majority, par- 
tisan injustice or a desire for parti- 
san advantage is the real moving 
spring behind the act. But when 


the laws come to be tested they 


have to meet the judgment of men 
who cannot decide through preju- 
dies or through passion; they have 
to declare the law by the rules laid 
down for their direction and through 
the restraints placed upon them. A 
dozen times have their clear edicts 
hushed the voice of popular clamor; 
often has a decision of the Supreme 
Court acted upon the country as 
does the governor act upon a steam 
engine in regulating and controll- 
ing its power. Men may scoff at 
Congress and the exalted office of 
the President can not always re- 
strain indignant lips and pens from 
hurling anathemas at the executive, 
but there is a divinity that hedges 
the Supreme Court about, which 
causes all men of all parties and of 
all stages of intellectual develop- 
ment to accept its decisions as 
final, because the belief is never 
shaken, that there is behind them 
a holy motive, and that the motive 
is guided by the highest attain- 
ments ani reached by exhaustive 
study, so when a man passes away 
who for many years has been at the 
head of that austere body, one who 
filled his place with an ability. 
dignity and stately gentleness that 
brought to him the perfect re- 
spect to all who knew him; 
then the loss is equal to that which 
comes when a President lays down 
his burdens aud goes to his rest. 
The station of tne President is 
nearer the people than is that of 
the Chief Justice; more of the 
world’s passions and prejudices are 
in his ears; he has to be a strong 
man indeed to forget entirely that 
he is but a servant and that all his 
energies belong to his country, and 
often the spray of partisan anger is 
dashed in his face to disturb him; 
but the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States is 
on a plain to the levelof which 
none of the echoes of the nation’s 
displeasure or hate ever reach. The 
Chief Justice whose funeral is to 
take place to-day was worthy 
to be named in connection 
with the names of the illustrious 
men who held the office before him. 
In his place he toiled incessantly, 
and he held his place upon the 
bench, even when death was begin- 
niug to touch and freeze his pulses. 
He died literally with harness on 
his back. The highest honors 
which the nation can bestow upon 
his memory are his due. He filled 
the station to which he was named 
with perfect integrity and with rare 
intelligence; he worked to the end 
to maintain in all ite original pur- 
ity the trust placed in his hands, 
and toiled on until the robes of the 
bench had to be exchanged for the 
winding sheet. Tenderly should 
the brightest men of the nation 
gather nearand bear back to his 


adopted State the ashes of bim, 


who because of the life he lived, 


gave a new glory to that State and 


to his whole country.—Salt Lake 
Tribune, March 28.

br. Fer Zangerl 
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Over One Hundred Miners Killed 
or injured. 

Kansas Crrr, March 29.—An ex- 
plosion occurred in mine 6 at Rich 
Hill, in Bates county, Missouri, this 
afterneon. One hundred minors were 
buried. Forty dead bodies have al- 
ready been taken ont. 

About 4 o’clock this afternoon there 
was arumbling sound heard in mine 
No. 6 at this place, and a moment 
after a terrible explosion that entirely 
wrecked the mine and buried in the 
debris over a hundred miners, whe 
were cut off from all escape. 

Forty bodies have already been 
taken out. The Superintedent of the 
mine was taken out badly injared, 
but will survive. 

In the excitement and confusion it 
is impossible to give a list of the 
names, or even an estimate asto the 
full extent of the disaster, but it is new 
thought that over 50 men were killed. 

The mine is situated six miles dis- 
tant from this town, There were two 


explosions, and it is said that the total 
loss of life will reach 60 men. 

The Journal’s special from Rich 
Hill says: The most horrible disaster 
that has ever occurred in the West 
‘happened at noon to day in Keith & 
Purry’s No. 6 mine, and as a result a 
large number ot men are entombed 
and thousands of dollars worth of 
property destroyed. Just at the din- 
ner hour, when the men were ascend- 
ing eight at a time on the ca a 
terrible gas explosion occurred, fill ling 
every entry with a flame of fire, which 
sbot out of the shaft. 

It cannot be ascertained to-night 
how many men are yet in the mine, 
but at 11 o’clock one man had been 
taken out dead. 

The work of removing the debris 
and cleaning the shaft has been going 
on all the aflernoon, but it will be 
several hours before much can be done 
toward entering the mine proper. 

A HEROIC SUPERINTENDENT. 


A Journal reporter called at the res- 
idence of the Superintendent at 11 
o’clock and found him p up in 2 
chair, with his face and hands ban- 
daged and scarcely able to talk, but he 
made the foliowing statement: At 
just seven minutes r noon I was 
telephoned thatan explosion had oc- 
curred at No. 6. I went out as soon as 
possible and found the south cage, on 
which the men always ascend, stuck 
in the shafe, I went down on a tub 
lowered with ropes and found all 
badly burned and in a frenzy; in fact 
they were crazy, some shouting — 
others singing. We finally managed 
to be hoisted, by means of ropes and 
pulleys, ina fainting condition, and it 
was then ascertained that the north 
cage could be worked. 

I then called for volunteers to go 
down with me to see if any of the poor 
fellows at the bottom could be got out. 
Robert Borick, Geerge Henry, Charles 
Smallwood and Mat Dulehand re- 
sponded. When we reached the bot- 
tom I looked through into the entry 
and saw a light, and I asked who was 
there. A voice responded ‘Gracy’ and 
I told him to put out his light. I then 
asked him to crawl to me, but he fell 
exhausted and could not do so, and I 
reached through the small aperture 
and dragged him into the cage. 

Just as this was done the wind 
rushed with the velocity of a cyclone 
up the entry, putting out all our lights 
but one, is was followed by two 
loud reports and a seething flame of 
fire, which came with a deafening roar, 
completely enveloping us and shoot- 
ing out of the mouth of the shaft 240 
feet over our heads. 

We were all horribly burned, and 
thought our time had come. The 
flames left as suddenly as they came, 
and we had to abandon the attempt to 
save 8 I yelled. at the men on 
top to hoist away, and after what 
seemed hours we were started up and 
taken out in safety, though badly 
burned and greatly exhausted.

As it 
Is a question of law, no general 
conclusion has yet been arrived at, 
from the fact that there is no 
statute regulating or governipg the 
question, nor bas our Supreme 
Court ever been called upon to ren- 
der a decision or to expound the 
law or equity involved in this con- 
troversy as to the right and justice 
of levying and collecting taxes 
upon stock driven into this State 
upon which the owners thereof 
have already paid a tax in Cali- 
fornia for the current assessment 
year. This question involves some 
very nice points of law and equity 
and isa judicial nut that our Su- 
preme Court may be called upon 
some day to crack. I am, however, 
of the opinion that where parties 
with theirstock are passing through 
the State to some neighboring 
State or Territory that under and by 
virtue of the principles of comity as 
established between States when 
such property being in transit and 
having already paida tax for the 


current assessment year in a neigh- 


boring State, such stock should not 
be subjected to re-taxation. But 
should owners of stock seek to take 
advantage of comity between States 
by driving them from California or 
any other neighboring State 
through the State of Nevada to any 
other point outside of the State for 
the purpose of seeking a better 
market and remains long enough 
to become domiciled, invoking the 
law to the protection of their per- 
son and property, and continue to 
buy and sell or trade while so dom- 
iciled, and during the meantime 
their stock are grazing upon grasses 
of Nevada, such persons and prop- 
erty should be compelled to pay 
taxes while in the State of Nevada 
to the support of the government, 
notwithstanding they may have a 
tax receipt from another State. 
This position is based upon the 
principles of justice and equity, and 
does not in my opinion violate any 
rule of comity among states.

I am informed by Mr. McDer- 
mitt of * valley that William 
Snow, Ira ines, Colonel J. B.
